SIX SEARCHING QUESTIONS 


I. WHAT ARE WE? 


W’e are beings endowed with a moral conscience, therefore re­ 
sponsible for our conduct. Animals Wbve no moral conscience, hence 
are not responsible for their conduct. 
Our consciences should be 
educated in conformity to the teaching o f God’s word. Conscience 
is a matter o f education. Conscience by itself does not attest to the 
right or wrong of a thing. Paul never violated his conscience, but 
he committed s me terrible sins. (Acts 23:1) 
We should strive for 
a good conscience, and in all things be willing to live honestly. (Hob. 
13:18) 
“So then every one of us shall give account of himself to 
God.” (Rom. 14:12) We are responsible to God for our actions. 


2. WHENCE CAME WE? 


Much has been .said about the origin of the species. There is just 
one satisfactory explanation. We came from God. Hear it: “And 
the Lord God formed man of the dust ‘of the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life; and man became a living soul.” 
(Gen. 2:7) 
“In him we live, and move and have our being.” (Acts 
17:28) 


3. WHITHER ARE WE BOUND? 


The body is destined to return to the €*arth, and the spirit shall 
return unto the God who gave it. “ Then shall the dust return to the 
earth as it was: and the spirit shall return unto God who gave it.' 
(Eccles. 12:7) 
God made our bodies and breathed into them the 
breath of life. 
At death the body goes back to the dust of the 
ground and the spirit to God who gave it. 
W’e are all bound for the judgment bar of 
God. This is a seri­ 
ous, solemn thought. “And as it is appointed unto men once to die, 
but after this the judgment.’’ 
(Hob. 9:27) “For we shall all stand 
before the judgment seat of Christ.” (Rom. 14:10) 
“For we must 
all appear before the judgment seat of Christ; that every one may 
receive the things done in his body, according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad.” 
We are bound for eternity. 
Jesus said: “And these shall go 
away 
into everlasting punishment: but the righteous into 
life 
eternal.” (Matt. 25:46) 


4. WHAT IS OUR DUTY? 


Our duty is to hear God. At the transfiguration God spoke from 
heaven, saying: “This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleas­ 
ed; hear ye him.” (Matt. 17:5) 
There was a time when folk were 
to hear Moses and the prophets, but that time has passed away. 
God speaks to us by his Son. “God, who at sundry times and in 
divers manners spake in time past unto the fathers by the prophets, 
hath in these last days spoken unto us by his Son.” (Heb. 1:1-2) 
Our faith comes by Rearing God through His Son. 
“So then faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing by the word of God.” (Rom. 10:17) 


Our duty is to believe the gospel. Jesus told his apostles; “Go 
ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature. He 
that believeth and is baptised shall be saved; but he that disbeliev­ 
e d shall be condemned.” (Mk. 16:15-16) Virtue does not lie in 
simply hearing, but in believing the truth when it is heard. 
Our duty is tx) obey the gospel. 
Jesus became the author of 
eternal salvation unto all them that obey. (Heb. *5:8-9) 
God will 
not save us and God cannot save us unless we oi>e>. 
" F v i this is 
the love of God, that we keep his commandments: and his command­ 
ments are not grievous.” (I John 5:3) The Bible ends with a bless­ 
ing pronounced en the obedient: “Blessed are they that do his com­ 
mandments, that they may have right to the tree of life, and may 
enter in through the gates into the city.” (Rev. 22:14) 


5. WHAT IS OUR DANGER? 


There are two great dangers confronting all. 
Ona of these is 
that we will neglect the great salvation. (Heb. 2:1-4. Pietas read.) 
How shall we escape if we neglect? There is no escape. However, 
“the Lord is not slack concerning his promises, as some men count 
slackness; but is longsuffering to us-ward, not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should come to repentance.” (II Pet. 3:9) 
We are in danger o*f losing our souls. The devil would have u.-. 
to believe that we are in no great danger, but such is a lie. Jesus 
raised this warning: “For whosoever will save his life shall lose it; 
and whosoever will I,se his life for my .*ake shall find it. For what 
is a man profited, if he shall gain the whole world, and lose his own 
soul? Or what shall a man give in exchange for his soul?” (Matt. 
16:25-26)
